In ſo much that Cardizal 
Peron, compelled by ſo manifci 3 
eruth, doth plainly confeſle the ſame; 
and thereupon acknowledgeth, that 
the Pope himſelfe doth in Fravce tole- 
rate thoſe Catholikes , that hold - 
gainſt him in this point,tolerate,] lay, 
not as publike Vſurers » Harlots, oc 
other notorious finners, are in ſome 
Countries permitted , but by admit- 
ting them to Sacraments, which nci- 
ther the Pope , nor the Prelates of 
France could lawfully doe, if for hol- 
ding that doQtine thoſe Frenchmer 
were to bee condemned of Herelie, 
Errour, Temeritie, or any other dam- 
nable finne.

Grace : for-all of them alledge for 
their opinion, Scriptures, Fathers, 
Conncels,Canons, & Theolovicall rea- 
ſons,& it is vſuall in molt Theologi- 
cal queſti6s to bring ſuch arguments 
on both ſides, Bur true probabilitie 
and improbabilitic,and whereof nor 
only learned men , but alſo the vn- 
learned withour any great difhcultie 
or perplexitic of. conſcience may 
iudpe,is to be taken not from itriz- 
ſecall grounds, which are vuknowne 
to vnlearned men, bur from exrriz- 
ſerall grounds, to wit, the authoritic 
of learned men who are knowne to 
approue that dotine.

17. The Seventh and /1F Ob- 
ſeruation is, that wee mult carefully 
conſider, what the ſwearer is bound 
toacknowledge and ſweare in cuery 
branch of this Oath by force and 
verte of the expreſſe words , and ace 
cording to the plaine and common vn- 
deritanding of them to which by the 
ſenenth branch hee is expreſly tycd,

dience,which is due to the Pope,is de- 
piedtherein : And that totreat of the 
Popes authoritic, not affirmatively 
what power he hath, but affirzatizely 
What authoritic in temporalls the 
Kings Maieſtie hath oucr his King- 
dome and Subie&s ; and conſequent- 
ly what auchoritie in temporalls the 
Pope hath noc over the ſaid kingdome 
and ſubie&s : and allo, that to exact 
of SubieQs an Oath not onely of their 
temporall allegiance in general, bur 
allo of ſuch allegiance in partic#lar, 
which his /aieftte and the State {hall 
for prudent reaſons & motiues thinke 
to be neceſlarie for the preſeruation

4+ Thirdly , it is evident , that 
Clergie-men beipg truely ſubie to 
temporall Princes , in regard of thcir 
naturall birth, and of their liuing in 
Ciuill Socierie with others, and con- 
ſequently bound, according to tic 
common doctrine of Dzxines, to ob- 
ſcrue their inſt Lawes not only v: -4- 
tionss , but alſo vr legis, by force of the 
Law, doe owe true Allegiance to rncir 
naturall Prince,noleffſe then Loy mer, 
and that therefore hee may lzwtully 
demand of them, as they are Sub- 
ies, an Oath of their Allegiance, 
whenſoeuer hee ſhall july tulpct 
their fidelitie.
